rium  in  the  old  administration  building.  "It 
was  also  Key’s  Chapel  Methodist 
Church.  This  is  where  I  was  married.  I  met 
my  husband  here  at  Hiwassee.”

The  Technique  of  Shooting  a  Layup 


Memories  of  a  Friend 


The  way  in  which  a  person  shoots  a  layup  starts  like  this.  The 
person  must  first  have  concentration  on  the  basket.  Then  he 
must  dribble  the  ball  in  the  hand  on  which  side  of  the  goal,  then 
he  would  dribble  right-handed  or  if  he  were  on  he  left  side  of  the 
goal,  then  he  would  dribble  left-handed.  As  soon  as  the  person 
heads  towards  the  basket,  he  must  remain  under  control  so  that 
there  will  be  no  collision  with  another  player  from  the  other  team 
so  that  his  basket  will  not  be  nullified.  But  as  long  as  the  player 
maintains  control,  then  he  has  nothing  to  worry  about. 

As  the  person  starts  his  way  to  the  basket,  he  has  to  take  the 
basketball  up  with  both  hands  and  raise  the  ball  above  his 
shoulders.  As  he  lets  it  roll  out  of  his  hands,  he  must  make  sure 
that  the  basketball  banks  off  the  square  of  the  backboard.  With 
ail  this  preparation,  the  basketball  player  hopes  that  the  ball 
goes  through  the  goal.  This  is  how  you  shoot  a  layup.

The  opening  song  of  A  FUNNY  THING  HAPPENED  ON 
THE  WAY  TO  THE  FORUM  promises  "something  for  every¬ 
one,"  and  the  farcical  musical  certainly  delivers.  The  silly 
plot  is  too  complicated  to  explain  in  26  words  or  less,  but  it 
contains  "lovers  divided"  who  "get  reunited,"  three 
matching  rings  engraved  with  a  gaggle  of  geese,  a  rubber 
chicken,  mistaken  identities,  dancing  courtesans,  a  wacky 
chase,  a  bragging  soldier,  mare’s  sweat,  a  conniving  ser¬ 
vant,  a  passion  potion,  a  funeral,  long  lost  relatives  who 
find  each  other,  and  a  slave  who  gains  his  freedom. 

Hours  of  rehearsal  for  the  opening  and  closing  numbers 
with  the  chorus  and  working  out  the  complicated  and  ener¬ 
getic  chase  scene  had  the  cast  asking  "do  we  get  PE 
credit  for  this"?  Anyone  who  saw  the  show  would  agree 
that  they  deserved  it  for  the  effort  they  put  into  it! 

In  spite  of  the  hard  work,  this  was  clearly  a  show  that  the 
cast  enjoyed  as  much  as  or  perhaps  more  than  the  audi¬ 
ence.  Even  after  seeing  the  show  through  rehersals  over 
and  over  again,  the  cast  still  laughed  at  the  zany  situations 
and  characters.  While  this  laughter  was  a  tribute  to  the 
writers  of  the  show  (Burt  Shrevelove  and  Larry  Gelbart, 
and  Stephen  Sondheim)  for  their  cleverness,  it  was  also  a 
tribute  to  the  skill  and  talent  of  the  actors  Involved. 

At  the  end  of  the  musical  the  chorus  asks  Pseudolus 
(Chris  Stansell)  what  the  moral  of  the  play  is,  and  he 
replies  that  there  is  no  moral.  But  there  really  is  a  message 
to  the  play.  It  is  that  we  sometimes  need  to  escape  our 
everyday  lives  Into  laughter  and  silliness  so  that  we  may 
return  refreshed  and  renewed  to  face  our  real  challenges.
